ome of the proponents of racing class as a criterion 
of breeding potential have made a left turn without 

k / signaling—and they are off on their tangent loudly 
adfvocating racing class as a prerequisite of breeding 
potential. (Not just breeding, mind you, but breeding poten¬ 
tial. ) at this rime, we would like to get into the record that 
nothing could be further from the truth. 

Regardless of the number of races a horse wins, he (or 
she) retires to stud with EXACTLY THE SAME GENETIC 
MAKEUP that he had the day he was foaled. (Authorities 
on genetics agree that the only changes in genes are muta¬ 
tions which require thousands of generations). And it is the 
"genes” that he had when he was foaled that transmit vari¬ 
ous qualities to his offspring. Since no one can see a gene, the 
best way to determine the breeding quality of an anirnal is to 
breed it and see what results you get. However, in race 
horses, this takes too long and, for many years, breeders have 
been using the next best method of judgment, i.e. by observ¬ 
ing the horse on the track. This is sound enough practice 
because, since horses are bred to run, it stands to reason that 
good runners very probably have genetic qualities that make 
them so—and they will transmit these qualities to their off¬ 
spring. We’ll go along with the Racing Class School of 
Thought (which is not startlingly new as some would have 
you believe) that far—but not one step farther. 

We take exception to the idea that it’s foolish to breed 
a horse that has not demonstrated class on the race track. 
When you figure that genes are unchangeable, but racing 
class can be affected by environment, diet, training methods, 
the groom, the exercise boy. sickness—and accident—isn’t it 
logical that breeding should be planned with genetic quality 
as the prime consideration? Racing class is only an indicator 
of genetic quality—not a necessary adjunct. There are other 
indicators of genetic quality, the principal one being the 
breeding record of the ancestors of a given thoroughbred. 

The left-wing "exeprts” will tell you that you’re run¬ 
ning too big a chance by using any standard other than rac¬ 
ing class in making selections for breeding. Well, if you can 
pick up the tab on, say, Grecian Queen, when she comes off 
the track and have a season lined up to Citation. Tom Fool 
or Native Dancer—just turn the page(and good luck to you). 
If, on the other hand, you want to really breed, not manu¬ 
facture a horse, at i>ossibly longer odds but at less of a gamble 
because the amount involved is so much less, then bear with 
us a little longer. 

In 1954 , the unraced *Alibhai was second leading 
sire and his leading money-winner of the season was 
Determine, who is also out of an unraced mare. 


Probably it will do no good to remind you that Dis¬ 
covery, Cavalcade, Johnstown, Whirlaway, Assault, Ponder, 
My Request, Alerted, Queen Hopeful, Spartan Valor, etc., 
are all out of unraced mares . . . The experts will tell you 
that these mares would have shown high class IF they had 
raced. 

On the other hand, recalling that Citation, Native 
Dancer, *Noor, Stymie, War Admiral, Gallant Fox, Alsab, 
Bolingbroke, But Why Not, On Trust, Pavot, Bewitch, 
Busher, Challedon. Hill Prince, Crafty Admiral, Battlefield, 
Intent, One Hitter, Kiss Me Kate, Grecian Queen, * Royal 
Charger, Imbros, Rejected, Fisherman, White Skies, and the 
mighty Bull Lea himself (to name a few) are all out of 
mares that raced and did not win—or had an "earnings in¬ 
dex" of less than one—would do no good either. 'The ex¬ 
perts would say that they are the exceptions that prove the 
rule. You see, this "rule” is rather difficult to prove and 
consequently requires more than the normal number of ex¬ 
ceptions to prove it. By the way, to reach back a little, there 
was a horse named Man o’ War out of a mare with an 
earnings index of 0.26. 

How about this then? Among the twenty leading money 
winners of the world, 10 are out of mares that were non¬ 
winners or winners with an index of less than one; 4 are out 
of mares that did not race (but ”would have been terrific if 
they had”): 1 is out of an average mare (index 1.1); 3 are 
out of better-than-average mares (indices all over 2 and 
less than 3); only 2 are out of "itakes mares” and only one 
of these stakes mares could really be termed exceptionally 
high class. 

The purpose of all this is to illustrate that whereas rac¬ 
ing class can reveal genetic quality—it does not have to. 'The 
quality may be there but, through some circumstance it did 
not reveal itself. Please remember, a horse runs well because 
he has good genes and that’s all there is to it. "The Con¬ 
verse Theorem,” as the geometry teacher would term it. is 
not true. According to accepted theories of heredity, if Bull 
Lea had never started in his life, he would still be the great 
sire he is today. 

* River War, our stallion, never had a chance to 
prove his breeding on the track. He showed a world of speed 
in his training, but an injury interrupted his career. It 
would certainly be worth your time to check into his ancestry 
though. He is by Nearco, sire of *Nasrullah and * Royal 
Charger and a son of Pharos. This male line consists of 
leading sires all the way back. * River War’s dam is Ferry 
Pool, by Hyperion, out of the Nursery Stakes winner 
Devachon. Her pedigree is star-studded too, and she sold

England and France Support 
International 

The English Jockey Club, under whose rules, 
regulations and decisions the sport of Thorough¬ 
bred horse racing is conducted in Great Britain, 
has given the Washington, D. C. International 
at Laurel Race Course its official sanction and 
approval. 

In a history-making move, the Stewards of 
the English Jockey Club have announced that 
Geoffrey Freer, senior handicapper for the gov¬ 
erning group, will be requested to make up a 
list of the ten best horses running in England 
this season, aged three and up. 

From this compilation, expected to be re¬ 
leased late in the summer. Laurel President John 
D. Schapiro and his committee will determine 
the English representative to be invited to the 
fourth edition of the famed mile-and-a-half, 
weight-for-age classic on November 11 (Vet¬ 
eran’s E)ay). 

The Societe d’Encouragement of France (the 
Jockey Club) also has placed its weight behind 
the Washington, D. C. International. 

At Chantilly, near Paris, where he witnessed 
both the French Derby and Oaks, Laurel Presi¬ 
dent John D. Schapiro was assured by Count 
Gaston Niel, president of the Societe d’Encour¬ 
agement, and his stewards that they will lend 
their support to the race. In addition, they pro¬ 
posed a toast to the Laurel president as the or¬ 
ganizer of the world’s truly international race, 
a great tribute to the Maryland event. 

Top Sires Represented 

Of the twenty leading American sires of 1954, 
eighteen are represented in the Keeneland sum¬ 
mer sales of ’selected” yearlings to be conducted 
July 25-27 at Lexington, Kentucky. 

Only Bull Lea, number three on the list, and 
*Khaled, number seven, are missing. 

* Heliopolis, last year’s leading sire, has four 
yearlings in the sale. *Alibhai, second leading 
sire of 1954, will be represented by 11 of his 
offspring. Incidentally, only * Royal Gem II, with 
13, will have a larger representation than *Ali- 
bhai. 
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Revoked, number four on the general sire 
list, has eight yearlings in the sale. 

*Nasrullah, fifth on the list, has three of his 
progeny in the sales. Last year, at Keeneland, 
three *Nasrullas-sired yearlings averaged $56,- 
833, for a new record high. 

* Bernborough, sixth leading sire, is repre¬ 
sented by 3 youngsters; Count Fleet, eighth, by 
five; Roman, ninth, by eight; and Shut Out, 
number ten on the list, has two in the vendue.

SUMMER DOLDRUMS: The close of busi¬ 
ness at Cumberland on June 25 left the Mary¬ 
land sporting calendar barren of Thoroughbred 
racing until the Agricultural and Mechanical 
Association of Washington County opens its 
ten-day Hagerstown meeting, August 17. The 
52-day drought between the spokes of the half- 
mile circuit provides an excellent opportunity 
to evaluate the late spring season. 

RESUME: With the notable exception of 
Swaps, just about every potential champion in 
training performed at either Bowie, Laurel, or 
Pimlico. From the spectators standpoint, the 
late season was an unqualified success. 

Easily the highlight of 33-day Bowie meeting 
was the second running of the John B. Camp¬ 
bell Memorial Handicap. While the $75,000- 
added event drew only four starters, it was one 
of the most stirring races seen at Bowie in many 
a day. Social Outcast got up by a nose to win 
from game little Fisherman, which was later to 
break an ankle in the Dixie Handicap. Making 
Social Outcast’s victory all the more warming 
was the fact that the gelded son of Shut Out- 
Pansy, by * Sickle, is Maryland-bred. 

William G. Helis, Jr.’s rapid Helioscope fin¬ 
ished third, beaten two and one-quarter lengths 
under his burden of 130 pounds. Earlier, Helio¬ 
scope established a new track record in winning 
the seven-furlong Southern Maryland Handicap 
at Bowie. The Campbell marks his lone defeat 
to date this year and the only time that he has 
not matched a stakes record or established a new 
course standard. The Maryland-trained four- 
year-old, which won the 1954 Pimlico Special, 
is the ’one to beat” for the handicap champion¬ 
ship. 

Boston Doge, the widely-heralded speed mer¬ 
chant from Boston, kept a string of nine wins 
alive in winning the Governor’s Gold Cup. Un¬ 
til Swaps came along, Boston Do^re was the 
hottest item in Victory plates. Nance’s Lad top¬ 
pled him in the Swift Stakes for his only de¬ 
feat. Still he remains one of the most colorful 
colts on the American sporting scene. He is by 
The Doge, which Frank Bonsai trained for 
Pentagon Stable, and out of the *Isolater mare, 
Boston Lady. 

Laurel provided customers with a fleeting in¬ 
spection of Montpelier’s Saratoga, the tempera- 
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mental * Blenheim II colt which seriously threat¬ 
ened Nashua on several occasions. Saratoga was 
seen in winning the Chesapeake Stakes before 
he tested the Belair colt’s mettle in the Preak- 
ness. 

The Laurel meeting also brought out a pair 
of five-year-olds which figure to have a say in 
future stakes. Tahiti and Subahdar, owned by 
Mr. and Mrs. Walter M. Jeffords, accounted for 
the Maryland Sprint and Laurel Handicaps. Both 
are now asserting their authority after having 
been sidelined with injuries as three-year-olds. 

The Maryland Jockey Qub’s stakes program 
trotted out a potential champion every Saturday 
at Pimlico. Wheatley Stable’s pert High Voltage, 
heir apparent to the three-year-old filly title 
(she was best of her sex at two last year), stepped 
to the fore in the Black-Eyed Susan to enrich 
her owner by some $17,000. The daughter of 
*Ambiorix-Dynamo, by Menow since has added 
the famed Coaching Club American Oaks and 
Delaware Oaks to her imposing record. 

The following week the ’’new” Dixie Handi¬ 
cap brought out George Gardiner’s and Alberta 
Ranches’ *St. Vincent, possibly America’s pre¬ 
mier turf course specialist. The English-bred 
*St. Vincent established a new American record 
for a mile and three-eighths on the grass in win¬ 
ning the Dixie. Presently sidelined with ankle 
trouble, it is hoped that *St. Vincent effects a 
prompt and complete recovery. His meeting with 
*Stan, Hasty House Farms’ sod specialist, is 
keenly awaited. 

Nashua, Belair’s brown bomber, completed 
the cycle when he turned back seven others in 
the Preakness. Incidentally, the off again-on 
again proposed match between Nashua and 
Swaps is no closer today than it was the day 
after the Derby. It is not likely that the pair 
will get together within the next few months. 
The prospects of Pimlico landing the match is 
as good as any other track’s. 

A fall campaign is planned for both colts and 
while such talk may be decidedly premature, 
there is a strong possibility that the Pimlico 
Special will provide the venue for the long- 
awaited meeting of America’s top three-year- 
olds. Pimlico will do all within its power to 
facilitate a local encounter.

Doge, Saratoga, High Voltage, *St. Vincent and 
Nashua form a mighty imposing array of equine 
talent, and Bowie, Laurel and Pimlico may well 
be proud of the sport they provided this spring. 

Since this department has touched upon the 
standout performers of the spring season it 
might be well to consider briefly the finan¬ 
cial aspects of the combined 69-day term. Bowie, 
taking its allotted 33 days in a single rather than 
a split meeting, posted considerably better av¬ 
erages than did Laurel or Pimlico which faced 
competition. Bowie showed a daily average at¬ 
tendance of 12,583 as compared to Laurel’s 11,- 
650 and Pimlico’s 12,251. Broken down into 
percentages, Bowie gained 12 percentage points 
in attendance and Laurel dipped 21 points off 
its record-breaking 1954 meeting while Pimlico 
showed no appreciable change. 

Bowie also finished in front in wagering, be¬ 
ing the lone Maryland track to post a $1,000,- 
000 daily average. Betting was up 6 per 
cent over last year, the average handle being 
$1,017,495. The pressure of competition was re¬ 
flected in Laurels $991,160 per diem wagering, 
a decrease of 17 per cent. Pimlico posted an 
average handle of $936,325 for a gain of one 
per cent. 
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PIMLICO LEADERS: By virtue of his vic¬ 
tory in the Preakness, Nashua was the top money 
gleaner at Pimlico with $67,550, followed by 
Saratoga, $25,000; *St. Vincent, $23,174 and 
High Voltage, $17,100. Represented by the 
above horses, Belair Stud, Montpelier, George 
Gardiner-Alberta Ranches, and Wheatley Stable 
were the leading money-winning owners. 

Owner-Trainer-Breeder Alan T. Clarke over¬ 
came Jimmy Hechter’s early lead to outfinish 
his rivals in the race for training honors. Clarke 
and his Mowlee tribe got off to a slow start 
at Bowie but since has made up for lost time. 
He saddled eight Pimlico winners to maintain 
a margin of two victories over Hechter and 
George Zateslo who deadlocked for second. E. A. 
Bonsai, racing concurrently at Garden State and 
Pimlico, saddled 5 winners to be next closest. 
Ray Archer, Jim Arthur, Bernie Bond, Dave 
Emery, C. Feltner and J. P. Jones each tightened 
the girths on four successful mounts. 

Newly reinstated Robert J. Martin used the 
Pimlico meeting to demonstrate that he has 
lost none of his horsebacking ability after a 
lengthy period of enforced idleness. Bobby hus¬ 
tled 17 mounts into the winner’s circle to hold 
off Charlie M. Clark who was successful with 15 
of his rides. Apprentice Philip 1. Grimm tied 
the imported veteran Carlos Gonzalez for third 
place, each boy posting 13 wins. Popular Eldon 
Nelson and Nick Shuk dead-heated for fourth 
with 12 wins apiece. 

CUMBERLAND: In order to avert a conflict 
with Charles Town’s July 1-August 20 meeting, 
the Maryland Racing Commission changed Cum¬ 
berland’s August dates to June 15 to 25. Wager¬ 
ing dipped two per cent. Attendance plummeted 
17 points, due in part to a steady rainfall for the 
finale. Since the half-mile meetings are of only 
a ten-day tenure, weather, good or bad, can exert 
a profound effect on their success. 

Jockey William Clark established a new rid¬ 
ing record for the “Christmas garden’’ track in 
the mountains when he booted home 26 winners 
to spread-eagle his rivals. Closest to him at meet¬ 
ing’s end was Mike Sorrentino with 10 victories. 
In the training department, C. P. "Buck” Cheno- 
with was the leader with 7 of his charges reach¬ 
ing the winner’s circle. David Pearce and E. 
Thompkins followed with 5 wins apiece. 

SLIM PICKINGS: The month of June was an 
unusually lean one for Maryland-bred-or-owned 
horses. The fourth of June was easily the red 
letter day of the month as Breckinridge Long’s 
Maryland-bred Westward Ho eked out a vic¬ 
tory in Delaware Parks Kent Stakes while the

skipped home in the Peter Pan Handicap at 
Belmont. 

Westward Ho’s win marked a change in the 
three-year-old Lochinvar-Loraine, by '“'Chal¬ 
lenger II, colt’s running style. Heretofore, 
the stable relied on keen early speed tactics, but 
in the Kent Westward Ho cashed in by coming 
from behind. He broke on top in his field but 
Jockey Nick Shuk quickly snatched him back to 
seventh place. Coming from the ruck, Westward 
Ho had to move out and around horses but 
Shuk timed his move precisely, getting up to 
win by a nose from J. F. Edwards’ Craigwood. 
The Long colt carried 111 pounds in gaining 
his first stakes victory of an 11-race career. 

The Kent was the Frank Bonsai-trained colt’s 
third stakes attempt. He was third in the Gov¬ 
ernors Gold Cup at Bowie and later unplaced 
in the Delaware Valley Stakes at Garden State. 
The Kent was worth $25,250 to Owner Long 
and boosted the colt’s earnings to $41,100. West¬ 
ward Ho won both of his two races as a juvenile. 
Including the Kent, he has won 4 of 9 starts 
this year and placed third once. In subsequent 
efforts, he was fourth to Gold Box in the Shev- 
lin and third to Star Rover in the Lamplighter 
Handicap. 

Westward Ho was foaled March 24, 1952, at 
the Country Life Farm of John and Joe Pons, 
where stands Lochinvar, sire of the Kent win¬ 
ner. The colt is from Loraine which won the 
1948 Bowie Breeders’ Stakes. 

RABBIT’S TIGER: Nance’s Lad may not 
threaten Nashua’s or Swaps’ position at the head 
of the three-year-old class, but he’s not too far 
behind. This fellow was late to dinner but dined 
well. Nance’s Lad didn’t get his two-year-old 
season under way until December 30 at Tropical 
Park when he ran off and won by 12 lengths 
from a field of ten other maidens. His diligent 
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work ever since has not been without its re¬ 
wards. His record shows victories in the Swift 
Stakes (wherein he burst Boston I>oge’s bub¬ 
ble), and the Hutcheson, Fountain of Youth 
and Peter Pan Handicaps. 

In the latter race he carried 120 pounds, one 
less than top-weighted Flying Fury and under 
the handling of his regular pilot, John Cho- 
quette, won easily to pick up a check for $22,- 
450. H. A. Rabbit Da^on trains the Slide Rule- 
Nance’s Ace, by Case Ace, three-year-old. This 
year he has run under the ownership listing of 
1—Caithness and Dabson, 2—H. A. Dabson, 3— 
Everglades Farm. Actually, he is owned by the 
partnership of C. J. Caithness, Bethesda auto 
agency owner, and Dabson, a former jockey. 

TURNING FOR HOME: There must be a 
very definite attraction for owners of auto agen¬ 
cies entering the racing game. The names of a 
few dealers engaged in the sport who immedi¬ 
ately come to mind are: Shipley, Livie, Cres- 
well, McKenna, O’Farrell, Grissom, Crevolin, 
and the aforementioned Caithness.

ELL, Delaware Park’s Best Mares Con- 
test is all over and Gallorette won and 
is the first Maryland-bred to go all the way in 
a Mrs. (or Miss) America contest. 

Mr. Bryan Field and his associates addressed 
three groups in their effort to fix upon the ten 
greatest American female racehorses—the horse 
trainers, the press and the public. 

A few of the voting trainers may be lightly 
regarded by other conditioners, and some of the 
newspaper, radio and TV lads might fall a notch 
short of being Turf experts, but those repre¬ 
senting the public are certified paid-up members 
of that group, and adequately qualify as genuine 
people. 

The way the game was played, members of 
the American Trainers* Association were asked 
to act as super experts and state their opinions 
as to the ten best mares. The mare that received 
the highest point total in this poll was declared, 
the winner. Before the results were published, 
the Delaware folk asked the professional experts 
— the newspapermen and broadcasters — to 
name their choices, and through several Turf 
publications dealt a hand to the experts-without- 
portfolio. 

The idea was for the professional experts and 
the e-without-p to try to match the selections 
of the super experts. 

Of course nobody did it. The Delawareans 
realized this was going to happen as soon as 
they saw how far apart the trainers were, so 
they gave the prizes to those who came nearest 
to matching the horsemen’s final tally. 

Three newspapermen, James Foote, Bob Mc¬ 
Donald and Tim Moriarty each had nine. Mrs. 
Irene McCanliss, winner among readers of The 
Maryland Horse, had eight. Nobody had 
them in the same order. 

The contests were a lot of fun for everybody, 
and proved—if such a thing needed proving— 
that you’ll never get an unanimous vote on any¬ 
thing that has to do with horseracing. 

If Delaware Park ever decides to take another 
poll I’d like to offer a suggestion that would 
make it more exciting—^might turn it into a 
free-for-all, as a matter of fact. Let the racing 
reporters pick the key list and offer the trainers 
a prize for coming close.

Jumpers Perform Formfully 

Figures compiled by the United Hunts Rac¬ 
ing Association during the spring meeting at 
Belmont Park show that the percentage of odds 
favorites winning jumping races continues to be 
greater than the percentage winning flat races. 

Over the jumps, 38 per cent of the favorites 
won while on the flat 33 per cent came home in 
front. 

Last year, 66 jumping favorites won out of 
137 races for a national percentage of 48. Fa¬ 
vorites on the flat last year won 32 per cent 
of their races. 

The Belmont spring meeting presented stee¬ 
plechasers with a $163,700 total in purses. 

Leading the chasers in money won at Bel¬ 
mont was Mrs. Ogden Phipps’ Neji with $19,- 
130. The five-year-old brown gelding took down 
$14,650 with his victory in the International 
Steeplechase on May 21. 

In second place was another jumper from 
Mrs. Phipps’ stable, Ancestor, with a total of 
$14,825 in purses as the result of two firsts 
and two seconds in his four races at Belmont. 
Mrs. Phipps was steeplechasing’s owner of the 
year in 1954. Her jumpers are trained by her 
brother, George H. "Pete” Bostwick. 
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Keeneland Draws 363 Yearlings 

The Breeders’ Sales Company has announced 
that 363 yearlings—the same number as last 
year—have been selected for the Keeneland 
Summer Sales of July 25-27. 

The auction will be conducted in five sessions 
—three afternoon and two evening. 

On Monday, July 25, 92 yearlings will be 
sold in the afternoon and 44 are consigned for 
the evening. 

Tuesday, July 26, 93 yearlings will be offered 
in the afternoon session and 43 in the evening. 

The sales will be concluded on Wednesday 
afternoon, July 27, with 91 yearlings scheduled 
for sale. (Following the sale of Hip Number 
363, T. M. Daniel will offer 8 yearlings, in the 
first step of the complete dispersal of his thor¬ 
oughbred stock.)

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LETTER FROM CALIFORNIA I 

by ANNE CHRISTMAS hhJ 


Fella named Swaps has filled more printed 
space in California recently than Marilyn Mon¬ 
roe, and even the most cynical among us would 
admit that it is a nice change. It would not be 
at all surprising, matter of fact, if somebody put 
up a 75-foot likeness of Swaps’ gams in the 
heart of Los Angeles, similar to the one on 
Broadway of the ex-Mrs. Di Maggio. 

If the 1955 Kentucky Derby winner suddenly 
has become public property in this Swaps-happy 
community, as well as across the nation, so have 
his owner, Rex Ellsworth, and his trainer, 
Meshach Tenny, a couple of Arizona ranchers 
who managed to parlay one slightly windy stal¬ 
lion—*Khaled—into the fulfillment of any 
horseman’s dream at Churchill Downs. 

The Ellsworth-Tenney story has been told 
innumerable times across the land since (if 
Sports Illustrated will forgive our borrowing 
the phrase) that May: Saturday: Churchill 
I>owns. If any California racing enthusiast 
doesn’t know how these two Mormon lads, plus 
several Ellsworth brothers, managed to migrate 
far enough in an easterly direction to buy the 
suspiciously ’’touched” Irish colt from the Aga 
Khan—well, then he doesn’t read the Los An¬ 
geles edition of The Daily Raeing Form, not to 
mention other daily publications. It probably 
won’t be long before they begin writing this 
saga into the curriculum of California schools, 
along with that other historical fact with which 
they indoctrinate West Coast youngsters— 
namely, that it rains all the time in Florida. 

Anyway, Swaps and heaven knows how many 
other successful Ellsworth runners all are sired 
by *Khaled, surely one of the most prolific stal¬ 
lions of recent times, and at this juncture, the 
stable simply can’t seem to do anything wrong. 
Going for it at the moment are Bequeath, New 
Trend, El Drag (now heading for temporary 
retirement after an injury); Swaps’ full brother. 
Like Magic, which is being p>ointed for the 
$100,000 Garden State in the fall, and a barn full 
of other winners. 

In addition to the stacks of copy written about 
the Ellsworth-Tenney background on the Ari¬ 
zona range, much also has been said about the 
training methods applied to their sizable string, 
now campaigning at Hollywood Park. There are 
no hot-walkers in this barn; instead of ’’turning 
to the left” for 45 minutes after being worked 
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or galloped, horses under Tenney’s care are kept 
under tack until they are cooled out, then put 
in the barn. And instead of being walked on 
the morning following a work or a race, Ten¬ 
ney’s charges are jogged on the walking ring 
in front of the barn, under tack. Veteran horse¬ 
men here haven’t changed over to the Tenney 
methods yet, but after watching what is fre¬ 
quently described as their "skein of victories,” 
one trainer observed: ’Tm about to.” 

This nomad, afire with the curiosity that has 
sent many another typewriting man around to 
call on Swaps’ human confreres, had a chat with 
"Mish” Tenney the other day, and found him 
to be a pleasant, extremely approachable chap 
who apparently is neither bored nor annoyed by 
his own sudden transformation from a cowboy- 
turned-trainer into public property, which began 
liappening within minutes after the Derby. 

During training hours, Tenney is a perfectly 
turned-out, working cowhand, sartorially speak¬ 
ing. On this particular morning, he had on a 
cowboy hat with the brim blocked in the 
epitome of Arizona fashion, a pearl-buttoned 
striped shirt with small, flowing, black bow, and 
levis topped by leather chaps that bore the signs 
of long hours in the saddle. Leather gloves, cow¬ 
boy boots (’’the expensive kind,” we were in¬ 
formed later by a reliable authority) and tre¬ 
mendous spurs completed the outfit. 

Just finished with a set of young horses, Ten¬ 
ney slid off his bay cowpony mare (not a ’’Bill” 
pony, this day) and gave himself up for yet 
another interview. We’d heard from other train¬ 
ers that Tenney-trained horses were—in addi¬ 
tion to being among the fastest—also the best- 
disciplined you were apt to see on any race 
track, and because practically every other facet 
of his outfit had been explored thoroughly in 
print, we asked him how he managed to achieve 
the superb manners that are a trademark of the 
Ellsworth string. 

"I learned, back when I was a kid in Arizona, 
that my very life depended on making a horse 
do what I wanted him to, without any argu¬ 
ment,” Tenney said. "That’s rough country, and 
when you’re trying to gather up wild cattle, your 
horse has to work for you. The secret is to give 
a horse a good, clear signal that he can’t possi¬ 
bly misunderstand, and to give him the same

signal every time you want him to react a cer¬ 
tain way. Most people just don’t stop long 
enough to figure out what to do, by the way 
a horse is acting—but horses are stupid animals; 
they have no intelligence. Any human being 
can out-figure a horse.” 

Tenney horses are taught to stand still, when 
signaled to stand, while on the track and all of 
them know how to stand perfectly, from Swaps 
down to the greenest two-year-old. Like any 
well-mannered hunter, these fit runners learn 
how to stand completely relaxed, and the educa¬ 
tion follows through to the paddock. (Everyone 
in Kentucky was impressed at Swaps’ gentle¬ 
manly conduct, both before and after The Race; 
the cover picture of The Blood Horse was made 
the day after the Derby, and there was an ac¬ 
companying article describing the colt’s calm 
bearing.) 

Reminiscing about his youth in Arizona, 
Tenney referred constantly to his close associa¬ 
tion with Rex Ellsworth, who is a good horse¬ 
man in his own right and a firm believer in the 
Tenney principles of equine discipline. 

Like any other celebrity, a lot of erroneous 
items have been attributed to Tenney. Asked 
if it were true that Swaps, answering a public 
demand that he make an appearance on the track 
one big Saturday at Hollywood Park, "was late 
coming to the paddock . . . and answered Ten¬ 
ney’s whistle by jogging up to him ... a re¬ 
markable display of horse discipline” (from a 
turf column), Tenney said: ”By no means true; 
that stuff is just written for the public to enjoy, 
y’know.” 

And re another story that Tenney-trained 
horses are not allowed to look out over the doors 
of their stalls: ’’Not true, either; I read that, 
too, and wondered about it. I think the writer 
was there when I noticed one of the colts leaning 
out, chewing on something, and I slapped him 
back. I guess that’s how that one got started.” 

It is wise to deny these things publicly, before 
a number of less successful trainers begin beat¬ 
ing their charges back from the webbing, on the 
theory that it works wonders for Swaps & Co.

He beat the 100-to-l 
outsider, Joe McGrath’s Panaslipper, by IV 2 
lengths. Tlie favorite. Lady Derby’s Acropolis, 
was third, three lengths away. 

Mme. Susy Volterra, owner of the winner, 
ran down the course to meet him chanting 
’’Merveilleux! Merveilleux!” A narrowing skirt 
and an elusive hat did not cramp her style. It 
was her Day. 

Leading in her horse, Mme. Susy held on to 
her hat with one hand and posed gracefully for 
the photograpers as she "relented” into English, 
"This is wonderful. The Derby win is a dream 
no longer.” 

Summoned by the Queen, she received many 
words of congratulation, and the Gold Cup. 

"I have never seen such a finishing burst of 
speed,” the Queen commented. 

Mme. Volterra replied, "Your Majesty, I am 
so very, very happy, not just because my horse 
has won the Derby, but also because he won it 
in my husband’s colors (Red and White). It is 
the best memorial I can give him.” Tears were 
rolling freely down the cheeks of France’s First

Lady of the Turf as the band struck up "If You 
Knew Susie.” 

Phil Drake, the most successful of the "nick,” 
Admiral Drake, out of a Vatellor mare (Phil- 
lipa), may take on Kentucky Derby winner. 
Swaps, in the Washington, D. C. International 
this fall, all going well. It should be a memorable 
meeting, for this is quite a racehorse, as I believe 
Swaps to be, also. Phil Drake really ran this 
Derby field into the ground, and was going away 
in the last 50 yards, after being among the back- 
markers at Tattenham Corner. Rider Freddy 
Palmer, gave him anything but a smooth ride, 
yet it did not seem to make the slightest differ¬ 
ence. Panaslipper, from Ireland, ran a grand 
race, and since has won the Irish Derby. 

In conversation afterwards, Mme. Volterra 
recalled that her husband’s horse, Amour Drake, 
was beaten into second place in the Derby of 
1949 . Leon Volterra died shortly after the race. 
Bois Roussel, winner in 1936, which M. Vol¬ 
terra bred and owned, was sold a few weeks be¬ 
fore the Derby. In 1948, Volterra sold a half¬ 
share in the winner. My Love, to the Aga Khan, 
in whose colors it ran.

but I turned them all down. Now I am the 
happiest woman in all Europe.” 

Palmer said, "I passed them like a bullet. 

Breeders will find interest in the story of this 
success. Thirty-four years ago, Craig An Eran 
was beaten a neck by Humorist in a desperate 
finish for the Derby. In 1934, Admiral Drake, 
a son of Craig An Eran, came from France to 
try for the Derby, but finished absolutely last 
to Windsor Lad. In 1955, Phil Drake, which 
does not seem to have the classic good looks of 
either father or grandparent, succeeded. 

The sire, Admiral Drake is noted for brood¬ 
mares rather than for outstanding sons, although 
he got a few good ones like Monsieur L Amiral, 
Royal Drake and Amour Drake. On Phil Drake s 
distaff side is Phillipa, a good winner, out of 
Phillipa of Hainault, a winning daughter of 
*Teddy, own sister to Mercia, a winner, and 
dam of the French Derby winner, Le Petit 
Prince. 

Twenty-three ran in the I>erby. Time was 
2.39.8; winning trainer, M. Mathet. Phil Drake 
was a lOO-to-8 chance in the ring. 

Meld, one of the best looking fillies seen for 
many a day, already a winner of the 1,000 
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guineas, won the Oaks, May 27, much as she 
liked. In fact, so one-sided became the race in 
the last half-mile that the classic, unlike the 
Derby, held little competitive interest. Meld, 
owned by Lady Zia Wernher, is by Alycidon 
out of the Fair Trial mare. Daily Double. She 
looks to be a cast iron certainty for the valuable 
Coronation Cup at the Royal Ascot Meeting. 
She would also, I believe, be a great attraction 
in America if sent for the Laurel International, 
in the Fall. Most observers rate her the best race 
filly seen out in years.

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NEWS FROM THE SHOWS

The horse show season is now in full swing, 
with record entries the rule, even though there 
is a show every week-end and sometimes two. 

"Point crazy" exhibitors have been hitting all 
the shows, from the lower Eastern Shore to Bel 
Air. Many have taken in some of the Pennsyl¬ 
vania shows, which run three and four days. 
These shows are a welcome relief from the one- 
day shows, and are much easier on the horses, 
having maybe only one class each session, and 
stalls right on the grounds. 

The first of the Pennsylvania shows, was the 
seven-day Devon Horse Show, held at the beau¬ 
tiful Devon show grounds for the benefit of the 
Bryn Mawr Hospital. 

Maryland junior riders made a clean sweep 
coming home with three of the four top honors 
in the pony division.

In the large pony division, Miss Martha Ster- 
bak rode Northlite to win the championship 
over the largest field of ponies ever to exhibit 
at Devon.

The trophy was presented by the charge 
d affairs of the Arabian Embassy in Washing¬ 
ton. The trophy is a sterling silver loving cup. 


plated in gold, and inscribed with the legend 
that King Sa’ud I of Saudi Arabia was present¬ 
ing this challenge trophy. A sterling silver rep¬ 
lica which the winner may retain permanently 
was also given.

Mawby, Jr. Mrs. Hughes with Bon Bon finished 
second. In the jumper division Mr. Fred Hughes, 
Jr., came through for the champion aboard his 
Hi Li, topping Chuck Ackerman’s owner-ridden 
Little Irishman. Mrs. Herbert Lytle rode her 
Son Imp to the reserve green working cham¬ 
pion. 

THE REDLAND HUNT club show was 
held on Martin’s Dairy in Olney, with Miss 
Laura Lee Shreve of Falls Church, Virginia, 
taking the hunter champion with her Cheese¬ 
cake. The mare was making her first appearance 
this year. Cheesecake was injured last year and 
then bred, having her colt the beginning of the 
year. The reserve went to Blanche Johnson’s 
ever-dependable Valbo, shown by Martha Ster¬ 
bak. Bobbie Gardner again won the jumper 
championship with her Tania. Hi Li earned the 
reserve. 

THE POTOMAC HUNT CLUB SHOW 
was held at the Melvin C. Hazen Memorial 
Field in Rockville. Virginia horses, as well as 
the usual local entries, made this one of the 
best shows this year. Hugh Wiley, making his 
last appearance before he joins the team for a 
tour of Europe, rode Alta Vista Farm’s Winston 
to the green working hunter championship and 
Miss Virginia to the open jumper title. The re¬ 
serve in the green division went to Mr. and 
Mrs. Grover Stevens’ Warrenton, Virginia, en¬ 
try Pink Mink. Mr. and Mrs. Gardner Hall¬ 
man’s Red Knight, ridden by Mr. Hallman, won

the reserve jumper title, after jumping a five- 
foot course to win the knock-down and out 
class.

Mr. and Mrs. Fred J. Hughes, Jr., made a clean 
sweep, with Mrs. Hughes taking the hunter 
champion with her Bon Bon and Mr. Hughes 
the jumper award with his Hi Li. Bon Bon, 
which was given to Mrs. Hughes by August 
Busch of St. Louis, won the champion over Mr. 
and Mrs. Carroll Herbert’s Edgewood, which 
was shown by Mr. and Mrs. Gardner Hallman. 

The reserve jumper title went to Mrs. Peggy 
Skipper Galloway, riding her good horse Rusty. 
High scorer in the junior division was Sham¬ 
rock Farm’s Kilarney, ridden by young Jimmy 
Zimmerman. Mr. and Mrs. Irvin Naylor, Jr.’s, 
Teddy’s Frau, ridden by Harry Spencer took 
the reserve. 

THE THREE-DAY LANCASTER (PA.) 
horse show drew a large group of Maryland 
exhibitors. Miss Martha Sterbak and Miss 
Nancy Lee Cobourn held the spotlight on junior 
morning. Miss Sterbak riding her Northlite and 
Catch Me won in the large pony and junior 
hunter divisions, and was pinned the Best Child 
Rider over 14 years of age and under 18. Miss 
Cobourn riding her gray mare, Surprise, won 
the small pony hunter class, and then received 
the Best Child Rider award for riders under 
14 years of age. 

The senior division was one of the best of 
any show so far this year. Most of the top 
horses in the country competed for a part of 
the $7500 in cash prizes. Local horses took a 
back seat, winning only minor awards. Angelina 
J. Carabelli’s That Night with Harry DeMawby 
handling placed second in the model hunter 
and third in the hunters under saddle, and when 
ridden by Mrs. Gardner Hallman, placed third 
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in the ladies conformation and the conforma¬ 
tion hunter appointment classes. 

Claude W. Owen’s Sky’s Light ridden by 
Gardner Hallman placed second in the light¬ 
weight conformation hunters and fifth in the 
conformation hunter stake, while his Sky’s Im¬ 
pression, ridden by Mrs. Hallman, placed fourth 
in the Working Hunter Stake event. 

The Hallman’s Red Knight, the only local 
entry in the open jumper division, was ridden 
by Gardner to place fourth in four classes. Red 
Knight made a good showing as most of the top 
jumpers in the country were showing here. 

The Corinthian Club horse and pony show 
held in Bel Air, Maryland, listed thirty-six 
classes to be run in one day, and found out that 
it couldn’t be done. At the end of the show they 
were running two classes at once, and even ran 
two hunter classes over the outside course, not 
taking time to pin the first one because of 
darkness. 

Miss Bobbie Gardner was the high scoring 
rider of the show, showing in the pony classes, 
as well as the junior, hunter, green hunter and 
open jumper. She attended the show with the 
hunter championship with Mrs. Margaret 
Stewart’s Sudan, the jumper champion with her 
Tania, and tied for the junior champion on Lem 
Forest’s Firefly, losing this one on a hack-off, 
with two other horses.

The Gittings Horsemanship award, the first 
one to be held this year was won by little Par¬ 
nell (Chuckie) Gore, with Sydney Gadd, Harry 
Spencer and Billy Boyce, 3rd, finishing in that 
order.

Frank Small, Jr., former chairman of the 
Maryland State Racing Commission, was elected 
to the board of directors of the Southern Mary¬ 
land Agricultural Association, operator of the 
Bowie racecourse, on June 15. The announce¬ 
ment was made by Donald C. Lillis, president 
of the track and chairman of the board, follow¬ 
ing a meeting at the track. 

Small, a native of Prince Georges County, re¬ 
sides at Clinton, and is Maryland Commissioner 
of Motor Vehicles. Small was president of the 
National Association of State Racing Commis¬ 
sioners in 1951 and a former member of Con¬ 
gress.
